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1 . The amended title of the invention is remains not descriptive. A new title, such 
as "Self exited oscillation converter providing a stable output voltage from a wide range 
of input voltages", is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which the 
claims are directed. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Remson (US 
5,070,439). 

Remson discloses a power supply device (figure 1) comprising a rectification 
circuit (see lines 29-32 of column 1) for rectifying AC power and a DC voltage reduction 
means (13-24) for stepping down the DC output from the rectification circuit wherein the 
voltage reduction means is a non-insulation type DC/DC converter and a self-excited 
oscillation type converter (26-48) having a primary side (26-33) connected to the output 
side of said non-insulation type DC/DC converter and a secondary side (40-48) used as 
the power supply output. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Remson in combination with Kates (US 5,430,641). 

Remson discloses a power supply device as recited by claims 2 and 3 except for 
performing duty cycle control on the non-insulation type DC/DC converter that starts 
when the input voltage exceeds a predetermined value and starting operation of the 
self-excited oscillation type converter before the input voltage reaches the 
predetermined value. Kates discloses that a power supply device (figure 2) performing 
duty cycle control (pulse width modulation) on a non-insulation type DC/DC converter 
(Q1 , D1 , C1 , and L1 ) that starts when the input voltage exceeds a predetermined value 
and starting operation of a self-excited oscillation type converter (Q2, Q3, T1 , D2, D3, 
and C4) before the input voltage reaches the predetermined value was old and known 
in the art at the time of the invention. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of the invention to have modified the power supply device of 
Remson by performing duty cycle control on the non-insulation type DC/DC converter 
that starts when the input voltage exceeds a predetermined value and starting operation 
of the self-excited oscillation type converter before the input voltage reaches the 
predetermined value as taught by Kates in order to start and control the output voltage 
of the non-insulation type DC/DC converter in a desired manner known in the art and in 
order to start and control the output voltage of the self-excited oscillation type converter 
as soon as possible. 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new grounds of rejection.
